the south, led Dy Representative Hart 
left of Georgia, who held that federal 
Interference would lead to a return 
of carpet bagging.

Text of Resolution. 
Th at In lieu of the first paragraph 
of section 3 of article 1 of the Con 
stltution of the U nited States, and in 
lieu of so much of paragraph two of 
the same section as relates to the fill 
Ing of vacancies, the follow ing be pro­ 
posed as an am endm ent to the Con 
stitution, w hich shall be valid to all 
Intents and purposes as part of the 
Constitution when ratified by the leg 
Islatures of three fourths of the states 
The cenate of the 
United 
States 
shall be composed of 
two 
senators 
from each state, elected by the people 
thereof, for six years; and each senn 
tor shall have one vote. 
The electors 
in each state shall have the qualifies 
tions requisite for electors 
of

most 
numerous branch of the state 
legislatures. 
W h en vacancies happen in the rep 
resentatlon of any state in the senate 
the executive authority of such state 
s h ill issue w rits of election

such vacancies, provided that the leg 
¡M ature of any state m ay 
em power 
the executive thereof to make tem por­ 
ary appointm ents until the people fill 
the vacancies by election as the legls 
lature m ay direct. 
T ills am endm ent shall not

term of any senator chosen before It 
becomes valid as part of the C cnsti 
tutlon.
